Sin,—I have no desire to enter into a‘ con 
troversy with Mr. Hubbard as to the results 
of the election. My figures were made up from 
the returns published in the Jrish Times of the 
30th ult. I agree with Mr. Hubbard that the 
resulig probably proved an eye-opener to Mr 
Lloyd George and others. The will of the Irish 
people has been shown in clear and decisive 
fashion not only by the fact that 73 Sinn Fein 
members have been returned, but also by the 
fact that in the number of votes cast (allowing 
for the uncontested seats) Sinn Fein has a 
huge majority (approximaieély 250,000) over all 
other parties combined. 

As regards the uncontested seate I did not 
assume that 100 per cent. would have voted, 
but I assumed that, as no one challenged the 
right of Sinn Fein to these seats, the electorate 
was at least 70 per cent. Sinn Fein. Any oppo- 
nents of Sinn Fein in these constituencies whe 
failed to put forward a candidate must bave 
the verdict given against them by default. The 
idea that they should. be reckoned ae 30 per 
cent. of the electorate is absurd.

Food For Europe. 


It is announced from Paris that, upon 
President Wilson’s arrival there, the re- 
sults of the investigations of American and 
Allied officials into the food situation of 
the newly liberated and enemy territories 
were laid before him. The question of 
feeding these territories was among the 
questions which, since his arrival, have 
been discussed with the Prime Ministers 
of Great Britain, France, and Italy. The 
Allies apd the United States are in agree- 
ment that relief must be furnished. They 


are further agreed that the working out of 


relief of this character on a large scale 
requires unity of direction similar to that. 
which proved so successful in the French 
and British command in the operatians 
by land and sea respectively. The Allied 
Governments have advised President 
Wilson that thé United States Govern- 
ment should take the lead in the organisa- 
tion and administration of this relief, 
Under this arrangement, a Council is being 
appointed consisting of two representatives 
of each Government to secure the co- 
ordination of food, finance, and shipping 
resources in the solution of the problems 
connected with the relief. Mr. Hoover, 
Chairman of the United States Food Ad- 
ministration, who is at present in Paris 
and has been appointed as Director- 
General, has issued a statement defining 
the situation with which ;the Council has 
to deal. It must not bé assumed that 
nothing has been dene pending the estab- 
lishment of this Council. On the contrary, 
up to date 150,000 tons of food have been 
despatched from America to various ports 
in Europe. Some of the food is now being 
distributed, and in addition a steady 
stream of 150,000.tons a month is being 
maintained into Belgium and Northern 
France. 

No properly co-ordinated measures of 
relief on a large scale, however, could be 
undertaken until the food situation had 
been. investigated. It has now been in- 
vestigated with some thoroughness so far as 
the liberated territories are concerned. 
Some inquiries have also been made into 
conditions in Germany, where the United 
States have thirty-eight officers travelling, 
and many Allied officers are also studying 
the situation. No definite conclusion can 
yet be drawn with regard to the situation 
in Germany ; but the preliminary inquiries 
have satisfied Mr. Hoover that the popula- 
tion of Germany certainly has enough. 
stocks of food to carry on for a while, 
Though conditions differ according to 
locality,‘ the corn from last year’s harvest 
is not yet. exhausted. The most serious 
deficiency in Germany is that of fat sup- 
plies, and this, Mr. Hoover reports, is 
“ developing some conditions of disease and 


possible that in the case of certain specific 
requirements the Allies will find it neces- 
sary to adopt emervency measures of relief 
in Germany, as they have already done in

In both 
Rumania and Serbia clothing is prac- 
tically unobtainable; Bukharest news- 
papers contain advertisements for sacks for 
human wear: Even after foodstuffs are 
landed at the seaports there are grave diffi- 
culties as to inland distribution. Rumania, 
for example, has under a hundred loco- 
motives; Poland, with its wide area, has 
probably less than two hundred and fifty. 
One of the most difficult problems involved 
in the whole matter is that of finance. 
Most of the liberated territories 1s 
without other government than the munt- 
cipalities, which are without. credit, and 
are, therefore, unable to pay for food. 
Large areas exist, such as the liberated 
populations in Poland, some of the former 
States of Austria, portions of Turkey, the 
Balkan States, and other places, where the 
American Government is unable under 
present legislation to make any loans. The 
economic problem includes some of the 
Allied Governments as well as the liberated 
territories, After the destruction they 
have undergone they cannot again return to 
the production df commodities to exchange 
for foodstuffs in time to prevent starva- 
‘tion, nor have they gold or American 
securities. The provision of credit in these 
cases is clearly a matter which only such 
a body as the Allied Council can arrange. 
The problem of oversea\transport is less 
difficult than that of food or finance. 
The Allies and the United States are 
agreed that, since a large part of the difh- 
culties are due to the ruthless action of 
the enemy armies in invaded territory, it 1s 
only just that the Germans should be 
called upon to provide ships to transport 
food supplies to these areas, and it will 
certainly be made a condition of the allow- 
ance of any food supplies to Germany that 
her ships should be turned over to carry 
food for all liberated territories. Formid- 
able as the difficulties are, they must be 
solved. In Mr. Hoover’s words, “if we are 
to prevent anarchy, if we are.to hope that 


orderly government, if we are to secure the 
establishment of Governments with which 
we can make peace, we must somehow 
provide a food supply.” 


Demobilisation. . 


The unfortunate hitch—it was nothing 
more—which occurred at Folkestone on 
Friday in connection with the return of 
soldiers on leave to France was due to a 
genuine misunderstanding with regard to 
the system of demobilisation. The, inci- 
dent illustrates the dangers associated 
with the elaborate machinery that the 
Government has been compelled to adopt 
in order to release men from the Colours 
without causing undue congestion in the 
labour market, and emphasises the need 
for. securing proper co-ordination between 
the departments coneerned. That the 
Government is fully alive to the import- 
ance of the question is shown by the 
appointment of Sir Eric Geddes to act as 
co-ordinator. It is generally agreed that 
the plan of demobilisation has been well 
designed—indeed, that it is the only 
feasible plan in the circumstances—but, 
unless the fourteen departments which 
have to do with it work in complete har- 
mony, and possess a perfect understanding 
of one another's functions, it will lead 
inevitably to confusion and chaos. Already 
many delays and muddles which could 
have been avoided have occurred. In 
several cases employers have complained 
that, while it is almost impossible to 
secure the release of “ pivotal’’ men, they 
have not the slightest difficulty in getting 
“slip” men. “Pivotal” men are those 
whose return to civil occupation will create 
work for others, and, according to the 
scheme, they should be set free on applica- 
tion, unless they are also “ pivotal”’ in the 
Army. When such a difficulty arises— 
and it is not conceivable that it will arise 
in many cases—the military interest must 
receive the preference. “Slip” men, on 
the -other hand, are those for whom a 
definite job is waiting, but whose employ- 
ment would not lead directly to the provi- 
sion of work for others.. The complica- 
tions and anomalies that have arisen are 
said to be due primarily to the action of 
the War Office. There is a widespread 
belief that this department is not doing its 
best to carry out the scheme. Its refusal 
to release skilled men from the Colours 
for the building of ships and agriculture 
when the submarine danger was at its 
height is-quoted by one responsible news- 
paper as an instance of its unwillingness 
to co-operate with other departments. 
That, we think, is hardly justifiable. ! To 
have reduced the strength of our depleted 
battalions at a time when the Germans 
were hacking their way through to Paris 
and the Channel ports would have been 
sheer madness. If it is a fact, however, | 
that the War Office is reluctant to release 
men and is preventing the smooth working 
of the process of demobilisation, we trust 
that Sir Eric Geddes will use the authority 
vested in him and put matters right with- 
out delay. The country’s future depends 
to a great extent upon the rapidity with 
which industry is placed on a post-bellum 
footing, “Pivotal” men are urgently 
required in every trade, and their release 
should take precedence over every other 
consideration, for the sooner they get back 
to work the sooner will it be possible to 
commence general demobilisation whenever

WAR OFFICE STATEMENT. 


The War Office’ announced on Saturday night 
that the trouble which has arisen during the 
last two days amiong the troops returning to 
France from leave in England. was satisfac- 
torily settled that evening after a long con- 
ference between the General Officer Command- 
ing the Eastern Command and representatives 
of the men. The War Office authorities and 
afficials of the Demobilisation Department of 
the Ministry of Labour are engaged in investi- 
gating each case individually at Folkestone. 

In consequence of the difficulty, it was found 
necessary to close Folkestone temporarily as a 
port of embarkation on Saturday, and for that 
reason the departure of the colours of the 
Guards from London was postponed. 

The Secretary of the War Office on Sunday 
evening issued the following anrfouncement :— 

It is now possible to give a somewhat fuller 
account of the trouble which arose with the 
troops returning from leave at Folkestone on 
Friday and Saturday last, and which at one 
time seemed likely to lead to serious conse- 
quences. 

The causes of disturbance, which were at 
first somewhat obscure, were cleared up on 
Saturday after investigation by the military 
authorities. . The men were first seen in the 
morning by General Dellas, G.O.C., Canterbury, 
and subsequently by General Woolcombe, 
G.O.C., Eastern Command, who was absent on 
leave at the time when the trouble began, but 
on ,hearing of it immediately roceeded to 
Folkestone, where he was in telephonic com- 
munication on Saturday afternoon and evening 
with the headquarters of the Home Army and 
the War Office. 

These proceedings were rendered possible by 
the fact that the great body of the men, 


| though undoubtedly guilty of disobedience to 


orders in not proceeding on board, were per- 
fectly orderly and respectful in their de- 
meanour, and that when they found they were 
to have an opportunity of stating their case, 
they showed every disposition to behave in a 
reasonable manner and to discourage any at- 
tempts to aggravate the trouble. 
The origin of the disturbance was due to mis- 
understandings over the “ contracts” with pre- 
war employers, which, when: properly com- 
pleted, are allowed to qualify men on leave 
from overseas for immediate demobilisation. 
This system, which was adopted some weeks ago 
in order to hasten the process of release from 
the Colours, has been superimposed on the 
original scheme of demobilisation, firstly, of 
“pivotal men,” and then óf classes having 


priority according to the industrial needs of the | 


country. 

Tha “contract” scheme needs to be properly 
understood and very carefully worked if it 3s 
not to lead to confusion, and so to delay, 
rather than to expedite, the release of men from 
the Colours. What has just happened at 
Folkestone is an illustration of the difficulties 
which may arise’ and have to be guarded 
against. 

It appears that on Friday last a number of 
men who were about to embark for France 
were granted an extension of leave In order to 
have time to complete their “contracts.” It 
must be explained that before such a “ con- 
tract” entitles a man to demobilisation 16 
must be submitted to and endarsed by the 
Ministry of Labour or one of its local Employ- 
ment Committees, and the men’s unit must be 
communicated with in order to make sure that 
he really can be spared. The men at Folke- 
gone to whom an extension of leave was 
granted had obtained the consent of their pre- 
war employers to take them back, but had not 
had time to communicate with the local com- 
mittees.

In a message, dated Saturday, Reuter's 
Amsterdam correspondeat says—According to a 
Berlin telegram, various newspapers learn that 
not only is the Bolshevik leader, Radek, still 
in Berlin, but the Bolshevik ex-Ambassador, 
Joffe, has also arrived there. The Volkszetung 
comments that this news is incredible. 

The Handelsblad’s Berlin correspondent tet 
graphs:—A big demonstration was made by 
Catholics and Protestants on January 1sb 
against the Prussian Minister of Public Wor- 
ship, Herr Adolf Hoffmann. After a mass 
meeting at the Circus Busch, a procession of 
about 60,000 people was formed, and, 
inging “ Deutschland uber Alles’”’ and hymns, 
rroceeded to the Ministry of Public Worship, 
where angry demonstrations took place against 
Herr Hoffmann, Herr Liebknecht, and Rosa 
Luxemburg. The crowd stormed the building, 
but on ascertaining that neither Hoffmann nor 
his colleague, Herr Konrad Kaenisch, was there, 
calm was restored, and the crowd departed. 

The Berlin unemployment problem is assum- 
ing increasing importance. In the big towns 
of Germany the unemployed are constantly 
raising their demands, and in Mannheim, for 
example, are demanding a daily allowance 
of 10 marks per head. They declare that unless 
they receive this they will make violent street 
demonstrations. Stormy scenes occurred at a 
meeting of unemployed at the Circus Busch, in 
Berlin, where threats were uttered that street 
demonstrations would be made against the 
Government unless the demands of the unem- 
ployed were satisfied. The meeting ended in a 
terrific uproar. 


THE GOVERNMENT’S TASK. 

According to a Berlin telegram, says Reuter’s 
Amsterdam correspondent, Herr Ebert, in an 
interview which he granted to a representative 
of the Wolff Bureau, said—The Government's 
programme is to preserve the Empire from con- 
vulsions until the National Assembly has been 
convoked. The voting will then show whether 
the majority of the nation wants another 
Government. The present Government feels 
that that is the mandatory of the entire nation, 
and not a party Committee, Our efforts to 
include South German representatives in the 
Cabinet have hitherto been unsuccessful, be- 
cause all the leading men in South Germany are 
already engaged in some Government business 
or other. The Government, by continuous 
coligboration with the Free States of Germany, 
aims at giving clear expression to the unity of 
the Empire. The most urgent task before the 
Government is to obtain support in the shape 
of the new Army of National Defence. Herr 
Noske will undertake this duty. Herr Scheider- 
mann’s task is preparation for the Peace Con- 
ference, in which respect Count Rantzau’s 
admirable .energy is available.

EFFECTS OF THE BLOCKADE. 


SUPPLIES RUNNING LOW, 


The Press Association’s Special Correspondent, 
telegraphing from Cologne on January lat, 
says:—They are fine towns, these cities of the 
Rhineland—Coblentz, Bonn, Cologne, and Dues 
seldorf. I hgye seen them all now, and, one 
and all, im fess a stranger with a sense of 
solidity, comfort, and general prosperity. Rows 
of mansions, fine public buildings, trams busily 
running in the streets, innumerable factory 
chimneys—these, and an abundance of respect- 
ably clad and apparently well-fed people in the 
streets, are characteristic of all these Rhine 
towns. Perhaps this genera] air of prosperity 
and comfort masks, in some degree, real want 
among the lower classes. It is true that misery 
enough may be found if you know where to 
look for it, but that condition of affairs is 
not peculiar to the cities of the Rhineland. 
They speak bitterly of the British blockade, 
but rather because it is represented as the 
chief cause of their ultimate defeat than be- 
-cause of the actual sufferings it occasioned, 


NO FREEDOM OF TRAFFIC, 

Duesseldorf, or rather that part of it which 
stands on the left of the river, is under Belyian 
occupation, and I took the opportunity to-day 
cf sounding the Belgian authorities, and com- 
paring their opinions on this and kindred eub- 
jects with those of our own and American 
officers. All seem agreed as to the extraordinary 
mildness of the Germans in the occupied terri 
tory, their readiness to oblige, and anxiety 
to avoid giving trouble in these districts. I 
think that they are also agreed that the origins 
of the Bolshevik poison or other unrest are 
, . . . há 
entirely lacking.‘ But there is a general opinion 
that thinge will become coneiderably more difh- 
cult as time goes on. When the armistice was 
signed the Allies decreed that the blockade was 
not to cease. It has simply come into operation 
now along a new line, instead of along the old, 
and the consequence is that no freedom of 
traffic ie now possible between the occupied 
territory and the rest of Germany. These big 
manufacturing districts over which we hold 
control have no longer a market to absorb 
their products. It is more than ible that 
many of these large factories will be compelled 
to shut down and throw their working people 
out of employment unless some arrangement 
can be made by which they can dispose of their 
goods. With the blockade system still in force 
it has become impossible for these districts to 
replenish their food stocks from the East. As 
I have said, there may be no great indication 
of suffering at the moment, but it is~ indie- 
putable that supplies are running low. It is 
these two problems, the food supply and the 
possibility of unemployment, that are exercising 
the minds of the Allied authorities most at 
the present time.

GERMANY'S LOST EMPIRE. 


VISIT TO THE POPE. 


Reuter’s Agency has received the following 
telegram from the American Committee on 
Public Information, dated Rome, Friday :— 

In the Municipal Palace, designed by Michael 
Angelo, President Wilson to-night became 
Civis Romanus. Among those present at the 
ceremony were the King and Queen, the mem- 
bers of the Italian Cabinet, and of the Allied 
and neutral Empires at Rome, and Prince 
Colonna, who is Mayor of the city, as well as 
other municipal and military officials. 

President and Mrs. Wilson, accompanied by 
the King and Queen, proceeded to the Capitol 
shortly after 10 o'clock this evening, following 
the formal State dinner at the Quirimal. 

In ahoow aes the honour conferred on 
him, President Wilson said—You have done me 
a very great. honour. Perhaps you can imagine 
what a feeling it is for a citizen of one of the 
newest of the great nations to be made 4 
citizen of this ancient nation. It is a distinction 
which, I am sure, you are conferring’ upon me 
as a representative of the great people for 
whom I speak. One who has been a student 
of history cannot accept an honour of this sort 
without having his memory run back to the 
extraordinary series of events which have 
centred in this place. But as I have thought 
to-day I have been impressed by the contrast 
between the temporary and the permanent 
things. Many political changes have centred 
about Rome. ean the time when, from a 
little city she grew to be mistress of an Empire, 
and change after change has swept away many 
things, AM the very form of her affairs. 
But the thing that has remained permanent has 
beeri the spirit of Rome and of the Italian 
people. That spirit seems to have caught, with 
each age, the characteristic purpose of the age. 
This Imperial people now gladly represents the 
fredom of nations. This people, which at one 
time seemed to conceive the purpose of govern- 
ing “the world, now takes part in the the 
liberal enterprise of offering the world its own 
government. Can there be a finer or more 
impressive illustration of the indestructible 
human spirit, and of the unconquerable spirit 
of liberty? I have been reflecting in these 
recent days about a colossal blunder that has 
just been made—the blunder of force—by the 
Central Empires. If Germany had waited a 
single generation she would have been the 
commercial Empire of the world. She was not 
willing to conquer by skill, by enterprise, by 
commercial success. She must needs attempt 
to conquer by arms, and the world will always 
acclaim the fact that it is impossible to conquer 
it by arms; that the only thing that conquers 
it is the sort of service which can be rendered 
in trade, in intercourse, in friendship; and that 
there is no conquering power which can smn- 
press the freedom of the human spirit. I have 
rejoiced personally in the partmership of the 
Italian and American people, because it was 
& new partnership in an old enterprise; an 
enterprise predestined to succeed wherever it is 
undertaken; the enterprise that has always 
borne that handsome name which we call 
liberty. Men have pursued it sometimes like 
a mirage, that seemed to elude them, that 
seemed to run before them as they advanced, 
but never have they flagged in their purpose to 
achieve it. And I believe that I am not de- 
ceived in supposing that in this age of ours 
they are,nearer to it than they ever were be- 
fore. ‘he light that shined upon the summit 
now seems to shine at our feet, and if we lose 
it it will be only because we have lost facts 
and courage; for we have the power to attain 
it. Bo it seems to me that there was never a 
time when a greater breath of hope and of 
confidence had come into the minds and hearts 
of men. As President I would not have felt 
at liberty to come away from America if I had 
not felt that the time had arrived when, for- 
getting local interests and local ties and local 
purposes, men should unite in this great enter- 
prise, which will ever tie free men together 
as a body of brethren, and a body of free 
spirits. I am honoured, sir, to be taken into 
this ancient comradeship of the citizenship of 
Rome. 


useful, and would most immediately earn their 
own living, and add to the prosperity of the 
country itself. In every way we have been 
happy in our association, at home and abroad, 
with the people of this great State. I was 
saying playfully to Signor’ Orlando and Baron 
Sonnino this afternoon that, in trying to put 
the peoples of the world under their proper 
sovereignties we would not be willing to part 
with the Italians in the United States.

we too much value the contribution which they 
have made, not only to the industry of the 
United States, but to its thought, and to many 
elements of its life. This is, therefore, a very 
welcome occasion upon which to express a feel- 
ing that goes very deep. I was touched, the 
other day, to have an Italian, a very plain man, 
say to me that we had helped to feed Italy 
during the war; and it went to my. heart, be- 
cause we have been able to do eo little. It was 
necessary for us to use our tonnage so ex- 
clusitely for the handling of troops and of the 
supplies that have to follow them from the 
United States, that we could not do half as 
much as it was our desire to do, to supply grain 
to this country, or coal, or any of the supplies 
which it so much needed during the progress 
of the war. And knowing, as we did in this 
indirect way, the needs of the country, you will 
not wonder that we were moved by its stead- 
fastness. My heart goes out to the poor little 
families all over this great kingdom who stood 
the brunt and strain of the war, and gave their 
men gladly to make the other men free, and 
other women and children free. These are the 
people, and many like them, to whom, after all, 
we owe the glory of this great achievement, and 
I want to join with you, for I am sure I am 
joining with you, in expressing not only my pro- 
found sympathy, but my profound admiration 
as well. It is my privilege and honour to pro- 
pose the health of His Majesty the King and of 
Her Majesty the Queen, and long prosperity 
to Italy. . 


VISIT TO THE POPE. 


The United States Government Committee on 
Public Information, telegraphing from Rome on 
Saturday, says :—President Wilson’s visit to the 
Pope to-day made him the first President. ever 
to set foot in the Vatican. He immediately 
afterwards visited the American Episcopal 
Church, where he received delegations from all 
Protestant denominations. Rules of etiquette 
were-carefully observed, the President escaping 
the religious pitfalls of Rome by making the 
American Embassy, which is technically United 
States territory, the starting point for both re- 
ligious visits. 

he President, none the worse for his strenu- 
ous ‘day yesterday, rose early, and began still a 
more strenuous programme. His tours of the 
city on various missions awakened enthusiasm 
hardly second to that aroused by his arrival. 
The President visited the statue of Garibaldi, 
laid a wreath on the tombs of Victor Emmanuel 
II. and King Humbert at the Pantheon, drove 
through the poorer sections of the city, and 
visited the Academy Lincei and the Roman 
Forum. * 

After lunching with the King and Queen and 
other State dignitaries, the President went to 
the American Embassy, and then drove to the 
Vatican, arriving at the gate at 3.45 p.m., and 
was met by a platoon of Swiss Guards in uni- 
form. Honoure were rendered by the band of 
the Vatican Gendarmes, playing the American 
Anthem, while the President entered the 
Vatican Court. A company of Gendarmes 
presented arms, while Monsignor Tacci, Major 
Domo; Monsignor Zampini, Sacrist to the 
Palace; Monsignor Racca, Grand Almoner, ac- 
companied by four Chamberlains, received Presi- 
dent Wilson, escorting him to the top of the 
Royal staircase, where a picturesque up of 
Commanders of the Vatican Guard and their staff 
greeted the President. The procession formed, 
and on arriving at the threshold of the Clemen- 
tine Hall, Monsignor Sampere, Master of Cere- 
monies, welcomed the President in the name of 
the.

At the State dinner given hy the King of 
Tialy at the Quirinal, in honour of President 
Wilson, this evening, the King spoke as 
follows :—You, yourself, Mr. President, have 
become our welcome and pleasing guest only 
to-day, but in the conscience of our people 
your personality for a Jong time already has 
been marked in an ineffaceable manner. It: is 
that which in itself gathers all the powers 
which go to stimulate a will bent on liberty and 
justice, and is inspired and gives inspiration 
towards the highest conception of the destinies 
of humanity. The enthusiastic greetings which 
accompanied your passage through the streets 
of Rome to-day bear witness to the sentiments 
of admiration .and recognition that your own 
name and the work of the United States stir in 
ithe Italian people. The principles in which 
you, in magnificent synthesis, have summed up 
the ideal lessons of the war of liberty, find a 
deep resonance in Italian hearts. The best 
traditions of Italian culture, 
currents of our national thoughts, have con- 
sistently aimed, as at an ideal goal, towards 
that establishment of an international justice 
which you, with tenacigus faith, have declared 
to be an unavoidable necessity. Already before 
the vicissitudes of war and the fraternity of 
arms had established to-day’s admirable com- 
munion of intentions and purposes between our 
two countries, legions of our workers had 
emigrated to the great Republic. They had 
hound America and Italy together with strong 
fcords of relationship, and these became 
strengthened by the spiritual affinity of both 
peoples, who had a common faith in the virtue 
of free political government. When Italy 
entered into the war, a breath, a precurser of 
the American soul, penetrated the rank and 
file of our Army, by means of our workers who 
returned to the fatherland from America, and 
brought into Italy. an echo of their second 
patria. —Bo, correspondingly, the Italian soul 
vibrated in the hearts of our emigrants, en- 
rolled under your banners when ths American 
nation, under your guidance, threw itself into 
the fight against the common enemy. It was 
natural that your visit, most eagerly looked 
forward to, should now give almost tangible 
form and expression to this fervid agreement 
of spirits, to this happy communion of inten- 
tions and of ideals, which are forming them- 
selves between the two peoples, and which are 
employed in a union always more intimate, and 
& co-operation always more cordial in face of 
the grave duties imposed by the common 
victory. Italy, having now. gathered in her 
bosom those brothers so long sorrowing under 
foreign oppression, and having reconquered the 
boundaries which alone can give her security 
and true independence, is preparing herself to 
co-operate with you in the most cordial manner 
to reach the most practical means for drawing 
into a single circle the civilised nations, with 
the end of creating, in the supreme form of a 
League of Nations, the conditions most fitted to 
safeguard, with the protection of each one’s 
rights, the essentials of an active and fruitful 
peace. Italy and America entered together into 
the war through a free act of will; they were 
moved by the purpose to concur with all their 
energies to prevent the prevalence of the cult 
of force in the scale of human values at the 
price of liberty and justice. They entered into 
war to conquer the powers of war. Their ac- 
complishment is unfinished, and the common 
work must still be developed with firm faith 
and with tenacious constancy for the pu of 
effecting the security of peace I raise my 
glass, Mr. President, and in your honour, and 
in honour of Mrs. Wilson, whose gentle presence 
adds charm to your visit, I drink to the 
prosperity and to the continued and increasing 
prestige of the great American nation.

As it is I can 
only say that my purpose is certainly expressed 
in that paper, and I believe the purpose of those 
associated at Paris is a common purpose. Justice 
and right are big things, and in these circum- 
stances they are big with difficulty. Under- 
stand, I am not foolish enongh to suppose that 
our decisions will be easy to arrive at, but the 
principles upon which they are to be arrived at 
ought to be indisputable, and I have the con- 
viction that if we do not rise to the expectation 
of the world and satisfy the souls of great 
peoples, like the people of Italy, we shall have 
the most unenviable distinction in history; be- 
cause what is happening now is that the goul of 
one people is crying to the soul of another, 
and no people in the world with whose sentiments 
I am acquainted wishes a bargaining settlement.

GERMAN FOREIGN MINISTER AND PEACE

A Press Association war special, dated Copen- 
hagen, Seturda’ iy8:—lhe new German 
Foreign Minister, Count von brockdorff-Rantzau 
has published a deciaration regarding his policy. 
This declaration has not arrived here. but from 
the Berliner Tageblatt's comment it appears 
that the Minister emphasised that Germany 
must not yield to every peace condition that her 
opponents wish to ate to her. The 
fageblati adhered to point of view, saying 
that no peace must be signed which differs by a 
hair s breadth from the principles enumerated 
in President Wilson’s Fourteen Points, which 
Germany has accepted, and which the Entente, 
willingly or unwiilingly, sipped. Th Tageblatt 
points out that before and during the War the 
German people was led by evil counsellors iol a 
false valuation of its strength and of many” of 
its achievements and its abilities. These delu- 
sions, the journal continnes, fed by a fatal 
propaganda, arove fá nevi. into the war, and 
led to imevitable catastrophe. Then it was 
necessary to avoid Áhe self<leception of which 
von Ranizau speaks, but tó-day it ig not 
' necessary to plunge madly into gelf- 
humibation. Continuous lamentations and half- 
hearted weakness must lead the Entente to 
believe that the German people is a thing with 
no will of Ls owl which may be made to bend 
under any yoke of slavery, and, bereft of its 
most valuable verritories, be held down in con- 
tinuous nnpotence. We regard it as urgently 
necessary that Germany should convince the 
world of her firm will loyally to realise President 
Wilson's peace, but not to accent any other, 
especially not M. Ciemenceau’s peace. Count 
von Rantzau has said this with that plainness 
and frankness that he aspires to, and in which 
German policy has too long been lacking. He 
rejects a peace of violence, destruction, and 
subjugation, and, in spite of the serious crisis in 
Germany, the German people will back him up. 
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IRISH MILLING TRADE DISPUTE.

RETIREMENT OF ESTHONIAN 
TROOPS. 

The following Esthonian military communiqué, 
dated Reval, January 2nd, has been received in 
London. Our troops on the coast retired to the 
villages of Kuelwahalleka, Rebaste, and Kierwe. 
On the Taps front, enemy detachments, com- 
posed of sailors, penetrated to the village of 
Kelta, bombarded the village and the estate of 
Jaeneda, from which we retired somewhat. In 
the direction of Paidi Weissenstein the enemy 
were obliged to retire, and we occupied the 
estates of Kunkei and Silmei. In the sector 
Paernu Moisakula, near the station of Woltwei, 
we attacked, forcing the enemy t retire. We 
followed him a distance of about four miles. 


VOLUNTEERS FOR ESTHONIA. 

The Leittish Recruiting Agency at Stockholm, 
says a Press Association war special, is now in 
full ewing, and hopes to send a first voluntary 
detachment to Ustlionia from Stockholm about 
January 15th, and then an equal number every 
tenth day. It is expected that the total] force 
will amount to 3,000 men. 

According to a message from Helsingfors, 
dated 2nd inst., a second volunteer detachment, 
400 strong, has left for disthonia. The Admiral 
in command of the British squadron, on the 
night of the lst inst., inquired whether the 
Finnish Government would object to a part of 
the squadron being sent to Helsingfors to escort 
the detachment to Esthonia, An acquiescent 
answer being received, five British warships 
arrived at Holsingfors from Reval. Three of 
them escorted the ship carrying the volunteers 
which arrived safely at her destination yester- 
day afternoon. :

At a quarter to three Mr. Sean O’Murthille, 
Sinn Fein organiser, was walking up to the 
meeting, accompanied the Chairman of the 
local branch of the Gaelic League, when he was 
arrested. Mr. O’Murthille protested against his 
arrest, and the demeanour of the crowd became 
such as to lead to the impression that a rescue 
would be attempted. The police were assailed 
with angry sheuts by those present; some 
youths stoned the police, who, however, suc- 
ceeded in conveying their prisoner to the police 
barrack. 

After the arrest a band, with a considerable 
number of persons carrying Sinn Fein flags 
arrived. Mr. James Fitzgerald, President of 
the Sinn Fein organisation, Queenstown, pre- 
sided. A letter was read from the Roman 
Catholic Bishop of Cloyne regretting his in- 
ability to attend, but stating that it was 
against all consitutional Government to keep 
men in jail so long without trial, and that it 
was also an outrage on the liber of the sub- 
ject. A letter to a like effect was read from 
the Chairman of the Urban Council. 

Among those who addressed the meeting was 
Mr. Frank J. Healy. A resolution was 
passed, with cheers, demanding the release of 
all] Sinn Fein prisoners. 


PROCESSION STONED IN WATERFORD. 

A meeting was held on The Mall, Waterford, 
yesterday. A large procession, with bands and 
tricolours, paraded the city, receiving a hostile 
reception at various points. At Morgan sireet 
a big opposition crowd pelted the procession 
with stones. Cordons of Volunteers protected 
the meeting. Mr. J. J. Gallagher (presiding) 
declared that practical steps were necessary to 


back up the resolution, and hoped there would : 


be a repetition of the “down tools’’ policy 
adopted by organised labour in April last, not 
for one day, but for every day until the pri- 
soners were released. 

Dr. White said that the Government did not 
imprison Dillon or Carson, because they played 
Jonn Bull's game. 


LORD WIMBORNE QUOTED IN GALWAY. 
Mr. James O’Mara, Sinn Fein M.P., South 
Kilkenny, was the principal speaker at a largely- 
attended meeting in Galway Town Hall, which 
demanded the release of the Irish political 
prisoners. He said that the days of strain and 
stress might come upon them, and when it came 
he hoped that they would prove the spirit of 
manhood and womanhood in them. , 

Dr. T. Walsh eaid that England had violated 
the fundamental laws of government, and the 
best way to hit John Bull was through his 
pocket, by refusing to use all exciseable com- 
modities. 

Mr. L. E. O'Dea, solicitor, who presided, said 
that the bravest of their countrymen were 
denied their freedom on a lying and absurd 
charge which Lord Wimborne told the Govern- 
ment was a lie, when Lord French and Mr. 
Shortt said that the prisoners had been engaged 
in a German plot. The time had arrived when 
an united Ireland should turn their face for all 
time against England's tyranny and misrule. 
The Irish people suffered in the past, and were 
determined to suffer, and would never rest 
satisfied until the prisoners were set free. 

Mr. T. A. Costello also addressed the meeting. 


PROTEST FROM COUNTY DOWN. 

The meeting at Castlewellan, Co. Down, was 
held at noon yesterday. A procession, headed 
by bands and banners, marched in military 
order through the town to the place of mecting. 
The attendance, which numbered about a thou- 
sand, included a number of clergy and repre- 
sentatives from various Sinn Fein clubs in the 
county, who carried hurleys. District Inspector 
Loch, with a large force of police, was in 
attendance. 

Mr. James Croskery read the resolution, and, 
in roposing ite adoption, Mr. Finnegan 
(Belfast) said that after 118 years of Parlia- 
mentary trickery and fraud, Ireland had re- 
turned to self-consciousness, and to-day ‘the 
Irish Republic was a living, breathing, and 
active entity. He urged the gathering to pay 
allegiance to no other country than their own, 
and wipe out every vestige of British rule. He 
referred to the police present as being in the 


garb of the foreigner, and hoped that they | 


would serve the Irish Republic as well as their 
present task-masters. 

Mr. Carolan, President of the Belfast Sinn 
Fein Executive, said that notwithstanding the 
fact that East Down was represented a 
Unionist, and thatethe A.O.H. organisation had

It was ome of their most potent 
forms of peaceful penetration, the political im- 
portance of which in India, China, Russia, 
Persia, and the Near East has never received 


proper recognition. 


highly important research work has been 
carried out, the benefits of which we shall feel 
as ‘soon. as we are able to construct the 
factories. 


It will be known to most of you that the Com- 
pany has taken an important share in the de- 
velopment of the gas warfare during the past 
twelve months, a branch in which no building 
restrictions were imposed.

A process was going on in Germany 
by which in a very short space of time it was 
proposed to absorb all dangerous rivals in the 
dye industry, crushing out in the process, if 
they could, all those who, like ourselves, recog- | 
nised the German menace and had the courage 
to stand out against it. The moment that this 
scheme was completed, and it was very near 
completion, consumers in this country would 
have realised their danger and would have been 
ready io fight agaimst it, but it would have been 
too late to take effeciive measures to protect 
themselves, 

The Germans are, we know, specious and 
plausible while acquiring domination, but 
entirely arbitrary and unecrupulous when they 
ére in the ascendant. sn 


By the close co-operation Wf our research and 
manufacturing resources we solved the tech- 
nical difficulties, erected the plant, and de- 
livered this material by a process which was 
safe, simple, cheap, and practical.

‘This figure comprises over 150 products. 


Tn ‘1914 most of the intermediate products we 
used in our works weré made in Germany, 


In 1918 we made 7; times as much dyestuff, 
and made it from intermediates manufactured 
entirely by ourselves. This is not all, We could 
not buy all the nitric acid and oleum required 
for the manufacture of intermediate products; 
we had to make tkém ourselves, In 1918 we 
made 22,619,363lb. of these products of which we 
made none in 1914. 


We have not spent a penny in the erection of 
plant for the manufacture of substances which 
we could buy from outside sources. If we have 
made ourselves independent in the supply of 
intermediate products it was because there was 
nobody else in this country who was either 


able or willing to supply us. 


COMPARISON OF PROFITS. 


Now let me make a comparison of profits. 
During thé five years immediately preceding 
the war, years of very bitter competition with 
the Germans, our average profit amounted to a 
sum equal to 17 per cent. on our share capital. 
In those years thé Germans supplied most of 
the aniline dyes used in this country, and our 
production was limited by the amount which 
we could sell. The prices we obtained were on 
the whole less than those obtained by the Ger- 
mans, because we were always endeavouring to 
cut in and oust the man in possession. 


" Our overhead charges for research and for 
the selling organisation were unduly high in 
comparison with those of the Germans owing 
to our small output. 


Had we produced in 1914 the quantity of dyes 
we produced in 1918 our profits would have. ap- 
proached those made, say, by one of the more 
important German eompanies. Owing to the 


weduction in the ratio of overhead charges they 


could not fail to have been far more than seven 
times our profits in 1914, always provided that 
we had sold these quantities at the same prices 
as the Germans were obtaining in that year. 


Although in 1918 our production of dyes hae 
gone up 75 times and our production of inter- 
mediate products is nearly 11 times greater, I 
estimate that our net profits on dyestuffs will 
only prove to be 6.15 times our profit for 1914. 
In making this estimate I am deducting the 


profit on the intermediate products. 


I think it important that you should fully 
understand the significance of these figures 
which I have given you. 


HIGH COST OF RAW MATERIALS. 


Prominence hes been given in the press to 
the high prices of dyestuffs, chiefly those dye- 
stuffs which come into the hands of dealers. 
The high cost of raw- materials is very gener- 
ally overlooked, and also the effect of the pre- 
sent war taxation which presses so heavily on 
what is practically a new industry in this 
country. 


Had we been able to manufacture and sell 
in 1914 the same quantity of dyes and inter- 
mediate products we now make our profits 
would have been far larger than they are to- 
day. 


The annual profits made by the Germans over 
a long period of years in this country are very 
much greater than the profits which we have. 
made in 1918, as far as we can estimate them. 
The German profits were largely invested in 
their business. The German plants are for the 
most part intact, and whilst they. have been 
enormously extended for the purpose of making 
poison gas and other munitions of war, the dye 
plant which remains is more than sufficient to 
supply her internal requirements, 


We have yet to erect at a high cost a large 
amount of plant. - The German plants were 
erected at a much lower cost and have already 
been written off. 


It is clear therefore that in the meantime we 
must have assistance from the State, for we 
must have breathing time in which to com- 
plete our factories, organise our etafis, and 
devote to purposes of peaee the energies which 
have been devoted to the State for the purposes 
of war. , 


I hope to have made clear to you that our 
profits, which have been substantial, are en- 
tirely due to the enormous increase in our out- 
put. They will prove to be much less than 
those which consumers so cheerfully enabled 
the Germans to make for many years before 
the outbreak-of war. 


In the case of the new Company the Board 
of Trade has very properly decided that the 
dividend shall be limited to 8 per cent., and 
has taken powers to interfere should, in their 
opinion, prices be too high or should the dis- 
tribution of its products be unfair. I do not 
believe that the Board of Trade will ever have 
cause to exercise these powers, but we very 
gladly agreed to these provisions, which make 
it, certain that consumers will never have any 
reason to regret giving the British Dyestuff Cor- 
poration their whole-hearted support.

The New Year-opens with many uncertainties and 
difficult problems to be solved as bearing on our 
trade and commerce. Intérnational politics are still 
in a rather chaotic state, and the relationship be- 
tween capital and labour is nono too reassuring to 
industrial progress. Private enterprise also gets 
little chance with the continued hold of Government de- 
partments on control and distribution of raw materials, 
although relaxations and partial withdrawals are 
here aud there occasionally advised. The total U:K, 
stocks of tea on áis, December ultimo stood at 
111,419,195 lbs., against 52,225,708 lbs. on 
corresponding date of 1917. Of raw sugar there is 
a Comparative surplus of 142,000 tons in the three 
principal U.K. ports over the same week of last 
year, and relatively big supplies of the manu- 
factured article are available for delivery as fe- 
quired. Tfeavy shipments also are being arranged 
for from. Java. Live-siock markets are being 
liberally supplied, but values keep steady. Poultry, 
gamc, and wid fowl, after the Christmas rush, have 
become almost abnormally scarce. Leg supplies are 
increasing, and values look like coming appreciably 
below the contro] level. Butter is rather scarce, and 
the wholesale flat rate is now 2/54 per Ib,
